FOUR-SEATERS. 

So far as bodywork is voncerned there 
is a tendency for demand to*ineline towarJs 
tour-seaters. This is to be noticed both in the 
case ef epen and closed cars. There are, for 
instance, fay more saloons, which carry four 
or five passengera than there are coupes 
which accommodate but the driver and ona 
passenger, The coypi has iis advantages 
where two people desire to travel without 
other company, but these do not comprise the 
majority among moterists. Some of the 
prettiest models in the Show are of the coupé 
variety, and they vange from the smallest to 
the largest. 

They are, however, in a minority compare 
with the overwhelmin number of saloons 
with accommedation for feur or. five pas- 
sengers, And the same state of affairs exists 
amens epen cars. The trend is definitely 
went our-peaters, and the type knewn as 
“chummy,” or eécasional. four-seater, In 
whieh the rear passengers had to pass threugh 
or ovey the front seats Feach their 
places, have lest their vogue in favour 
of sn full teuring car which provides 
ample leg room in the redr seats, though 
there are one or twe notable ‘exceptions in the 
case of the smaller ears. 

Generally, the two-seater with a dickey is 
preferred to-day to the ' ‘chummy ” in all but 
the models which have specialised upon the 
latter type of body. he present dickey 
seat has gradually developed fram a cumber- 
some and uncomfortable perch for passengers, 
who had difficulty in trying to appear as 
though they liked being there. It is now a 
well-upholstered seat, which really leoks 
part of the car. The modern dickey accom- 
modates two passengers, and in the aecces- 
sory section there are fittings which provide 
full pretection for the passengers from the 
weather. This is an advance, for 
the protective devices foymerly fitted only 
partially achieved their object. Some of the 
felding rear seats on the twoe-seaters are in 
every way equal in eomfert te those on the 
touring cars, and when not in use they do not 
detract frem the shapeliness of the bedy- 
work curves. 

Appended are descriptions of some ef the 
exhibits— 


Swift.—Se many alterations have been made 
in the specifications of the 10 h.p. Swift that 
it is practically a new medel. The hore af 
the cylinders, which was formerly 60 mm., is 
now 2h mm. larger, the Treasury rating being 
9.7 h.p. Ferward suspension, which was fer. 
merly quarter elliptic, is now of the half 
alliptic type, necessitating the use of dumb 
irons. this change has heen brought about 
in order to take the strain off the front-wheel 
brakes, whieh are of a very efficient pattern, 
The car is shown as a 2.5 sejter and as a 
four-seater saloan and a teuving car. The 
14/40 h.p. model, with an aetúa] rating of 
12.8 h.p., which appeared for the fiyst time at 
the last Olympia Show, is generally | un- 
changed, with the exception that the brake 
mechanism has been improved. It is shown 
as a 4-5 seater and a full saloon. Accessi- 
bility is ene of the Fs features of Swift 
cars. It shows itself in many ways, ip 
ticularly with regard to the cover plate of 
the gear:bex, fer though unit construction 
is employed, the cover is large enough to 
enable a large area of the gear box to be 
inspected by its removal. 


Sunbeam,—Modern motor engineering at 
its best is seen in the new Sunbeam models. 
For 1927 the models will be known as the 
16 h.p., ab. Pa 95 h.p., ó litre, 50 h.p., and 
ó5 h. he first four have six cylinders, 
while the it two have eight. The new 
16 h.p. has an actual rating of 16.95 h, Pe the 
bore ass 67.5 mm., and the streke 95 mm.

from the scene, and after ‘‘ Sinn Fein manned 
the constituencies and absented itself from 
Westminster.” 

Mr. John, Redmond, in 1914, procured the 
enactment of Home Rule without any parti- 
tion. If, as Sir Valentine Grace asserts, but 
does not attempt, to prove, he had accepted 
or agreed to partition proposals, how was it 
that they did not form part of the enactment? 
It is no use quoting conditional phrases’ 
divorced from their context in the debates in 
which they were uttered. Acceptance implies 
a.binding acceptance for consideration re- 
ceived—and agreement implies a ‘concluded 
transaction. There is not a vestige of evidence 
in the Statutes of the Imperial Parliament, 
or in any document of record, pointing to

Str,—In a recent leader on “ The Age of 
Concrete ’’ in your valuable paper, you refer 
to the building work in process in our 
suburbs in terms which would lead the casual 
reader to imagine that “ jerry-building”’ of 
the worst type of “ flimsy ” and “ unsightly ”’ 
structures of materials, described as ‘‘ sweat- 
ing : sea-sand,.. with a wholly insufficient 
proportion of cement,’’ was proceeding uncon- 
trolled and unchecked. This gloomy picture 
may, for all I know, be quite true of some of 
the building developments in the neighbour- 


‘hood of Dublin, but*it is by no means’ true 


of all; and it is not fair that attention should 
be called only to the dark side of the picture. 

I have quite recently had an opportunity 
of making a close examination of the build- 
ings on one of the more important of the 
developments on the South side of Dublin, 
and was particularly struck with the great 
care that has been taken in the choice and 
selection of the materials used. No inferior 
material was anywhere to be seen,,and it was 
quite clear that great care had been taken to 
see that not only good material was used, but 
material suitable to the sing conditions, 
I know, too, that on other developments just 
as great care has been taken to get good and 
suitable materials and pleasing design, and 
this is my excuse for calling attention to the 
other side of the gloomy picture you painted.

Signor Esposito gave the third, and final, of 
his series of Recitals in connection with the 

oven Centenary at the Baggotrath 

Hall, Dublin, last night. In many respects it 
four Sonatas which . the programme 
were :—The Sonata in F Minor (No. 1 of 
Op, 2), that in C Minor, Op. 3, the first and 
last, respectively of Beethoven's Sonatas; and 
the Sonatas in E Flat, Op. 814, and the 
Appassionata, Op. 57. : 
In the first Sonata published .in 1796 the 
Haydn and Mozart influence is very strongly 
reflected, but at the same time there is fore- 
shadowed the mature Beethoven of the 
Eroica, and of the C Minor Sonata and the 
symphonies. Signor Esposito brought out all 
the latent imagery and ale of the first 
Sonata, the Adagio and Menuetto movements 
executed. 
The great effort of the night was the © 
Minor Sonata. This, the last of the Sonatas, 
written four years before Beethoven 's death, 
is a monumental work, which presents almost 
insuperable difficulties in technique. 
Signor Esposito experienced no difficulty in 
the task. He entered into the work. with 
@ rare spirit and gave a striking picture. 
One could visualise the rugged old composer 
in this, his. final Sonata, railing savagely 
against his bodily afflictions, and carried 
away by an abandon of grief. Then came the 
niche Pd influence of the beloved piano, and, 
in the Arietta movement, with variations, 
which followed, came reconciliation, to be 
succeeded in turn by the final outpouring of. 
his. soul in á delightful song of contentment. 
The variations and finale movements were 
wonderful examples of virtuosity.

MATRON'S REPLY TO LOCAL 


GOVERNMENT INSPECTOH. 


Recently. Longford Board of Health re- 
ceived a copy of a report on Longiord County 
Hospital by Dr, McCarthy, Local Government 
Inspector, with a covering letter from the 
Minister stating that in consequence of the 
serious charges reflecting on the Matron'’s 
alleged Accalaticn of duties, the Board of 
Health should call on her to hand in her 
resignation, or, failing this, suspend her from 
office. 

Dr, McCarthy’s report made charges of 
neglect in the hospital, and alleged that the 
disorder and neglect evident in the institu- 
tion could not be exaggerated by description. 

To this report the Matron (Nurse Neary) 
replied that she could not be held responsible 
for anything that was wrong when the In- 
spector visited the institution during her 
absence on holidays. 

The Board of Health, -having considered 
the Matron’s explanation satisfactory, asked 
the Local Government Department to recon- 
sider the decision arrived at. 

At the meeting of the Board of Health 
yesterday—Mr. Hugh Garahan, Chairman, 
vounty Council, presiding—the matter again 
came up on a letter from the Ministry stating 
that they had the Board’s resolution under 
consideration regarding the position of the 
Matron, and they had asked the views of Dr. 
McCarthy on the Matron’s explanation. 

Dr. McCarthy, in the course of his reply, 
stated that it was not his custom to give 
notice when he was coming to make an in- 


speetion. The discipline of the institution 
shouid be primarily a matter for the Matron. 
He (Dr. McCarthy) had been informed that 
the Matron left on holidays the morning of 
his inspection, and consequently the 
Matron’s room was not then occupied by her 
successor, and the Matron herself was re- 
sponsible for its state. 

In the course of her reply the Matron 
stated :—If Dr. McCarthy read the Depart- 
ment’s instructions he would have seen that 
the surgeon is entirely responsible for all the 
appliances, With regard to discipline, I did 
my best to keep it here until a year ago, 
when Dr. Laverty took it out of my hands 
by telling a patient whom I refused to let out 
that he might go out. I consider patients 
who are well able to go out and spend a con- 
siderable time in the town and get drunk 
should be at home and not living on the 
rates.

The Empty Grate. ; 

We fear that the Irish people must 
‘tighten their belts” against a season of 
more than ordinary hardship. This chilly 
autumn portends a severe winter. There 
is much unemployment in the land, and 
now to the normal ills of poverty is added 
such a shortage of fuel as has not been 
known for many years—not even when 
our island was ringed with German sub- 
marines.

a housewife for a cup of tea and offered 


a penny for the cost of gas, because “she 


knew that the lady's fuel was precious.”. 
We need for Ireland’s welfare a wide 
growth of the social imagination which, 
to. those who take their comforts for 
granted, will bring home the tragedy and’ 
pathos and often, as in the case of that 
forlorn old woman, the graciousness of the 
lives and thoughts of the very poor. The 
present distress gives us means to cultivate 
such imagination. 


Empire and the Air. 


Last. Saturday’s display at Croydon 
of imperial air resources, which was 
described yesterday by our Special 
Correspondent; is something of a portent. 
“Whatever may be wrong with the 
British Empire,” said our Correspondent, 
“there certainly is very little the 
matter with her aerial progress.” The 
superb machines exhibited and the 
brilliant work of the flying men alone 
would serve to inspire confidence in 
Britain’s aerial future and to calm the 
fears, so often expressed by the ill- 
informed, that foreign Powers have out- 
distanced the island kingdom and shattered 
her security. Closer consideration forti- 
fies confidence. In The Times Lord 
Montagu of Beaulieu recalls recent feats— 


all “records ’’—achieyed by British air- 


men. In June, 1919, Sir John Alcock 
and Sir Arthur Whitten Brown flew from 
Newfoundland to Ireland, distance of 
1,890 miles, in sixteen hours. Towards 
the end of the same year Sir Ross Smith 
and Sir Keith Smith flew from London to 
Australia, a distance of 11,294 miles. 
Early in 1920 Sir H. Van Ryneveld and 
Sir J. Quinton Brand were the first to 
fly from London to Cape Town, a distance 
of 7,570 miles. At the end of 1924 Sir 
Alan Cobham and Sir Sefton Brancker 
flew from London to Rangoon and back, 
some 18,000 miles; and this year Sir Alan 
has flown to the Cape and back and to 
Australia and back, a total distance of 
45,000 miles. These. achievements exhibit 
British supremacy in long-distance flight, 
and show that the English race, in the air 
as upon the sea, is foremost in breeding 
great navigators. Possession of the ability 
and the means to, maintain aerial routes 
between the imperial capital and. the 
farthest outposts of Empire has been 
demonstrated ; and the task of imperial 
‘statesmanship in strategical matters now 
is to establish a chain of aerodromes and 
re-fuelling stations along ‘the great air 
routes, just as coaling stations were estab- 
lished along the great roads. of the ocean.

Lecturing in Manchester University, Mr. 
Edgar Morton, a geologist, has suggested 
that the true cause of decay ties in a lack 
of knowledge by our predecessors of the 
durability of the stones which they used. 
Even to-day, he said, when an elaborate 
technique had been developed in the use of 
metals, little had been done to investigate 
the true values of building stones. The 


microscope. may prove a valuable aid in. 
detecting the durability of such materials... 


Stone depends for its strength on the 
shape and size of its mineral particles and 
the quality of the cement with" which 
Nature has bound them together. The 
microscope can reveal the presence of de- 
composing particles or the absence of a 
sound cementing bond. Mr. Morton 
declared that Manchester had been, wise 
in choosing for its principal public build- 
ings a hard riliceous sandstone. A great 
deal of freestone now was being used which 
could not stand in the acidulated rain- 
water of a city without showing signs.of 
incipient decay within five or six years. 
Former generations lacked the microscope ; 
yet it may be doubted whether they made 
many mistakes. With all our scientific 
advantages we take larger risks than they. 
We dispenre with Nature’s sandstones and 
composites and make concrete substitutes 
whose durability cannot be tested until we 
are dead. It is a curious fact that, as 
the ages pass, men grow less anxious for 
enduring structures. No modern civilisa- 
tion has built so massively as ancient 
Egypt built, and never since forgotten 
races toiled with *bronzed tools have such 
mighty monoliths been used as those which 
still stand to command our admiration at 
Stonéhenge and New Grange.

Trade Disputes.

Reform of the Cale:dar. 


The Committee set up by the League of 
Nations to inquire into the reform of fhe 
Calendar has just issued its report after 
the examination of 185 schemes sent up 
by thirty-three different countries. The 
Committee consisted of Professor vou 
Eysinga, of Leyden University; the Rev. 
T. Phillips, appointed by the Archbishop 
of Canterbury; the Rev. = Father 
Gianfranceschi, appointed by the Pope: 
Professer Eginitis, representative of the 
Patriarch of Constantinople, and others. 
France submitted the largest number oi 
schemes of reform, while the United States 
came next. Detailed questionnaires were 
sent to the fifty-six States members of the 
League, and to religious authorities and 
business circles throughout the world. The 
results of the labours of the Committee are 
that they have gained the clear impression 
that public opinion is not yet prepared, 
even if it welcomes reform, to press or 
immediate action in a particular 
direction.

IMPRESSIONS. 


AUTOCRATIC ‘POWERS 
OVER THE CITIZEN. 


In an interview with Pave ok w Times cence. 
sentative on Sunday, Gen Eoin 0’ ’ 
Chief Commissioner of the Civic Guard, cont 
some very imberesting facts about the German 
police and their methods, gleaned during his 
attendance at the recent International Police 
Conference held in Berlin. 

The International Police Conference itself 
was an extraordinarily successful afiair, which 
was due, I have no doubt, General 0’ Duffy 
said, to the unfailing thoroughness of the 
German official mind. In conjunction with 
the conference, a great police and criminal 
exhibition was staged. In the many halls of 
this exhibition were housed ‘exhibits from 
almost every country in the world, and it is 
to be remembered that over one hundred 
police forces were represented at the con- 
ference. Some of the exhibj ere of great 
interest, but*the outstanding feature was the 
fact that every known form of ¢rime all the 
world over had a separate pradtical exhibi- 
tion, showing the work of the different classes 
of criminals. á 

“It is well “worth noting,’’ ~ continued 
General O'Duffy, “that for the benefit of the 
delegates, practical exhibitions of the most 
famous murders of all time were staged, with 
life-size wax models. The outstanding 
examples of threatening letters, where death 
followed, were also on exhibition. Perhaps 
the most interesting section of the exhibition, 
which had also its distinctly humourous side, 
was the section to which the general public 
were admitted. In this section. “ views '— 
that is, pictures of all kinds, obscene and 
otherwise—were set up. To look at them a 
person had to lift a lid, and every time that 
the lid was lifted it registered, so that when 
the exhibition closed .the police were able 
to know how many times a particular view 
was looked at, and in this mapner to gauge 
the mentality of the peoplé....., 

“AN EFFICIENT FORCE. 

There was no doubt, said General O'Duffy, 
that the German police, and in particular 
ihe Berlin force, were the most efficient in 
the whole world. ‘he Berlin police organisa- 
tion is divided into’ three classes. The 
Criminal Police, known in the Free State as 
the Detective Division, is, a body one 
thousand strong. The ordinary uniformed 
police are 10,000 strong, and the administra- 
tive police, who do the work that public 
servants accomplish in this country, number 
8,000 men. The population of Berlin is 
approximately five and a half million people, 
and in relation to Dublin, on the basis of 
population, the number of police altogether 
is very much Jarger. 

Every member of the German police force 
is armed with a rifle, revolver, sword and 
baton, both cycling and foot patrols, but 
in the city, as a general rule, they only carry 
the revolver and baton, In these circum- 
stances there. is not much hope for the 
criminal when he comes across the path of 
the police. The powers of this police force 
ave very wide and very different’ to the 
powers of the policeman in the other countries 
of the world. By law they are empowered 
to make regulations and ordinances for the 
conduct and safety of the general public. 

Under this Act they already have regula- 
tions for the parking of motor cars, speed 
limits, public decency in parks, and, 
humorous as it may appear, even regulate 
the length of hat pins to be worn in the 
street, not to mention reguiations for the 
hours of closing theatres, bars, cinemas, etc. 

SHORT SHRIFT FOR WRONGDOER. 

It, is in the power of the police, moreover, 
to deal summarily with offenders against these 
vegulations and ordinances. If a policeman 
apprehends an offender he immediately places 
him nnder arrest, takes him to the nearest 
station or depot, brings him before the super- 
intendent in command and charges him with 
the crime. The policeman is the accuser 
and the superintendent is the judge. ‘The 
constable’s word is never doubted, and the 
accused person is not allowed to get counsel 
for defence. The superintendent..can then 
impose a penally of not more than fourteen 
days’ imprisonment or a fine of not more than 
100 marks, and all at his own discretion.-~% 
right of appeal is granted to all persons con- 
victed, but the procedure is so costly and 
takes such a long time to get through that 
an appeal is rarely taken. The rich prefer to 
pay the fine, and the poor cannot afford to 
either pay the fine or the cost of appeal. 

“It is not right,” General O’Duffy com- 
mented, “that the police should be given 
Such autocratic powers over the ordinary 
citizen. One can readily realise how it could 
be used to no good purpose lf a German 
policeman was introduced into Dublin, in all 
likelihood the people would shoot him; while, 
on the other hand, if one of our Guards was 
seit to Berlin he would look a fool” But 
tha man in the street in Germany puts up 
with this because obedience of the policeman 
has been instilled into his blood since his 
childhood. One thing that struck me as 
particularly fine was this:—When a person 
approaches a policeman in Germany to ask 
the way, or for other information, he salutes. 
and the constable returns the salute; and 
when this person has received his informa- 
tion he again salutes, the courtesy being re- 
turned by the policeman.”’ 

PLACES OF AMUSEMENT. 

The powers of the Berlin Police also include 

the control of the theatres, cinemas, cabarets. 


dance halls, and, in fact, all forms of amuse- 
ment. At any of these places of amusement 
a uniformed policeman is on duty, while 
another man in plain clothes is on the 
MQ vewiirces, they have the power to close 
down anv show to which they object. At the 


theatwes the police also make it their business 
to get behind the scenes to see that everv- 
thing is conducted n a proper manner, or to 
searca for criminals. "The system of criminal 
registration in Germany is highly efficient, 
and, perhaps, the most complete in the world. 


Here a complete register is kept of every 
porson that comes into the country, of every 
article that is stolen, of persons that are 
missing, and of criminals with photographs, 
finger prints, identification marks, trade, and 


ofher particulars. 

the newest branch of the police force is 
what is known gs the ‘‘ Round the Clock ” 
Emergency Police, who are on duty day and 
night to answer summons on the emergency 
call system. The emergency call svstem has 
only vecently been installed in Berlin. Any 
householder can have his house connected 
with a police station by this system, and if 
burglars, or other criminals, enter the house, 
tne househoider has only to press a button 
and the police are warned. The penalties 
jor misuse are very severe.

He had had many pre- 
sentations made him, and carried back with 
him some interesting souvenirs, not to 
mention ideas, of which ‘he might yet make 
practical use. 


FIRE AT CHEMICAL WORKS. 


The chemical works of Messrs. Fox, 
Stockell and Co., brokers and merchants, 
situate on the Thames riverside. at Cubitt 
Town, caught fire shortly before 2 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. The building, a six or 
seven storey warehouse, was virtually burned 
out. The fire started while the workmen 
were at dinner, and is believed to have been 
caused by the fusing of an electric cable. 

Owing to the exceedingly inflammable 
nature of the stock, whieh included paint, 
tar and resin, the whole. place was ablaze in 
a few minutes. Over thirty fire engines from 
all over London were rushed to the scene, 
and, thanks to the firemen’s great efforts, the 
danger -of the fire spreading to adjoining pro- 
perty was averted. 

A member of the firm estimated the value 
of the buildings alone at £60,000, but was 
unable to. estimate the value of the stock. 
The buildings and contents were insured.
